The three passengers aboard 
were rescued. 


Captain Dougel Morrison, bound 


to his duty and true to the tradition 
of the sea, remained aboard his ship 
to the last and went down, with those 
shipmates for whom the rescuing 
coast guard yessel came too late. 
His body was picked up later. 


Chief Engineer Judas Buschmann 


of Manltowoc, clung to a life raft as 
the steamer up-ended, rolled over 
and-sank. Rescuers tried to haul him 
.from ^Oie,, wateV» Wuf, crazed byl.his

For five hours the twin cqaflt guard 


crews from Racine and Kenosha.and 
the cr£W df the tug Chambers Broth 
era battled grimly with the 80-foot 
waveband the driving northerly gale 
to take off the luckless passengers 
and crew. 


LIFE LINE FAILS

the rescuers, most of the crew set off 
in five lifeboats and were transferred 
to the coast guard ships. Xhe Racine 
and Kenosha crews and the Cham- 
bers tug were fighting their way to 
the ship again when it foundered. A 
score of men were taken from the 
two life rafts that floated free of the 
wreck.

Old. well rotted ma- 
nure may be employed if it is dug 
into the ground deeply but to be (jn 
the safe side, use no animal manure 
at all in preparing the beds at the 
time of planting. Dig the soil deeply 
and pulverise welL^It it is in need 
of humus, peat moss may be dug in. 


The standard and safe fertilizer 


for bulbs is bone meal. To be effec-

Fascism celebrated its seventh anni- 


versary with elaborate demonstrations 
this last week-end throughout Italy. 
Most of the festivities took place on 
Sunday since holidays have been virtu- 
ally abolished in that country. The end 
of these seven years finds Mussolini as 
strongly intrenched in power as ever 
and his popularity apparently at its 
greatest height. . The anti-fascists at 
least on the surface were more formid- 
able three to five years ago than they 
are today. Many of them have been ex- 
pelled and many have voluntarily 
sought asylum in surrounding coun- 
tries, particularly France. 
Mussolini 


for all practical purposes has Italy to 
himself. 


The seven years of fascism have not 


altered the basic fact that the system 
is untenable and cannot last. 
It has 


been of the greatest temporary value 
to Italy, but it requires a Mussolini to 
make it potent. When he disappears 
from the scene, as he must do in time, 
it will undergo its real test. .That it 
cannot survive under weak or divided 
leadership seems certain. It is equally 
certain that when Mussolini is gone 
Italy will have exactly that kind of 
leadership to contend with. 
With no 


outstanding dominating figure, per-.; 
sonal rivalries and ambitions will as- 
sert themselves and very shortly the 
country, will be a house divided against 
itself.

Fascism,h& not proved anything 


that wai not previously clear as a sci- 
entific political proposition. The best 
government in theory is that confined 
to the intelligent, capable few. Power 
concentrated in"the.hands of ablej .con-. 
scientious, experienced men yidlds the. 
best results. 
But no political system 


has yet been evolved to produce gov- 
ernment by such men. Attempts have 
been made under various autocratic 
systems, like that of monarchies, bol- 
shevisin and dictatorships. Inevitably, 
however, weak and disreputable men 
gain and exploit the power. They be- 
come -bad rulers instead of good and 
beneficent rulers. 
They oppress and 


xob the people, internal strife and revo- 
lutions follow. 


Government of, by and for the 


people was conceived to get away from 
the evils of the other extreme. Yet de- 
mocracy produces anything but high- 
grade, reliable government. Inefficient 
and dishonest officials are constantly 
getting into office. Machines are built 
up .to enjoy and monopolize the spoils 
of politics. 
Graft takes a heavy'toll 


from taxpayers. It is far from a perfect 
system. Its one redeeming value is that 
the people can change the government 
whenever they wish. They can have 
whatever men in authority and what- 
ever laws they desire without resorting 
to revolutionary processes. 


> In Italy it is entirely different. All 
power resides in Mussolini; parliament 
has in effect been abolished; the king 
has no authority; it is a one-man gov- 
ernment. It has done wonderful things 
for Italy in its seven years of operation 
because this one-man power has been 
an extraordinary political genius. He 
has developed a new nationalism, has 
unified the Italian people and has stim- 
ulated production, prosecuted vast 
public works and rebuilt the country 
physically and socially, and he has 
done it without graft or scandal. 
He has done more for Italy in- 
ternally in seven years than a repub- 
lic or parliamentary government could 
have done in 20. ' There is no doubt 
about this. On the other hand, he has 
made Italy a menace to European 
peace and his foreign policies threaten 
trouble for other nations. 
Finally, 


Mussolinis come only once in a cen- 
tury. The impetus of fascism will car- 
ry it forward for a time after Mussolini

Allow at least three 
weeks for the cake to ripen before 
using.

Presa 
Chicago — Action by 
the federal 


farm board to stabilize wheat prices 
at a level profltabl* to the grower, 
has come at a time when there are 
the brightest prospects of success. 


This opinion 
is general 
among 


grain men, who feel that the recent 
severe price slump, which trimmed 
approximately J100.000.000 from the 
value of gram suli in growers hands, 
was wholly unwarranted by underly- 
ing world conditions. By its gesture 
the farm board has gone far to re- 
store confidence in the market, and it 
also Is giving farmers a real reason 
to keep the wheat they etill have 
from being dumped. 


Of added importance, is the fact 


that this action is taken Just at the 
time when the Farmers 
'National 


Grain corporation—the 520,000.000 co- 
ordinate marketing activities—has 
completed organization. Actual in- 
corporation is to be made within a 
few days ar.d a general manager ap- 
pointed. Then will begin the task of 
bringing together the 4,000 cooperat- 
ive grain elevators and the numerous 
cooperative marketing 
associations 


which now function. 


The statement of Alexander Lcgge, 


chairman of the farm board, how- 
ever, is the most immediately effec- 
tive move. He has made available to 
existing 
cooperatives 
a credit of 


$100,000,000, with a promise of more 
if needed. Under these conditions the 
cooperatives taking grain 
from the 


growers can advance approximately 
90 per cent of the basic price of the 
wheat, which makes the farmer gets 
at once. Then it can hold this wheat 
off the market to be sold when con- 
ditions warrant. 


SEE BULLISH SITUATION* 


Tne world situation 
in wheat is 


pictured as bullish. Production of all 
countries is estimated to total nearly 
500,000,000 bushels 
less than last 


year. 
Demand is 
expected to be 


equally as heavy so that the technic- 
al position of world markets is pic- 
tured as sound. 


But American farmers dumped this 


year's crop on the 
market with a

In working 
out the 
marketing 


problem, Mr. Leggo is emphasizing 
that the board docs not favor plans 
which look to a change in the under- 
Ijing economics of agriculture.

HAD UNIQUE RECORD 


After serving first as a Republican 
tember of the house and then in 
be senate, Mr. Burton decided iu 
WL4 not to stand for reelection, and 
withdrawing from public life made 
n opportunity for Warren G. Hard- 
ng to come into national promln- 
nce. 
At the close of the World war, he 
merged from his retirement as a 
andldato for the house, was elected 
ntered the senatorial campaign of a 
ear ago and was given a mapority 
f more than half million. He is the 
mly man in American history to 
erve in the house and senate, return 
o the -house and then again hold 
nembership in the senate. 
This latter phase of his public car- 
er was devoted to the cause of in- 
ernational peace. 
Entering 
the 


ouse as American troops were re- 
urning from France, the aged OhJo- 
n threw himself heart and soul into 
he effort to make the Ideal of per- 
«tual peace a reality. 
He advocated the abolition of pol- 
oaous gas as an Implement of war- 
are, joined in a movement to outlay 
he aggressor nation in any inter- 
lational conflict, opposed in 1S26 thr- 
ppropriation of funds to begin tho 
(instruction of three cruisers prev- 
ously authorized, and sponsored the 
novement which led to the Kellogg 


treaty renunclating war as an In- 
strument of national policy. 


A vigorous proponent of the lim- 


itation of naval armaments, 
the 


Ohio senator died in the satisfac- 
tion of the knowledge that the na- 
tions are to assemble at London in 
January in an effort to attain this 
objective. 


AT ARMS PARLEY 


Aside from his more than a quar- 


ter century of service in congress 
lJurton. had a conspicuous part in 
the nation's international affairs. HP 
held a number of important assign- 
ments on missions abroad, headed the 
American delegation to the 1925 Gen- 
eva arms traffic conference, and as a 
member of the American Debt com- 
mission took an active part in the 
funding of too large wartime ouh^a- 
tions due the United States. 


He was born at Jefferson, Ohio. 


December 20, 1851, the son of the 
Rev. William and Elizabeth Burton 
and was christened Theodore Elijah. 
He attended Grinnel college in Iowa 
for a while, was graduated at OberlJn 
college in 1872. and received a mas- 
ter's degree three years later. Sub- 
sequently he was given honorary 
degrees by Oberlln; Dartmouth; Ohio 
University; St. Johns, Maryland; and 
New York University. 


After teaching three years 
at 


Oberlin he took up the practice of 
law in Cleveland. 
He never mar- 


ried. 


Spontaneous and universal expres- 


sions of regret were heard as word 
of his death spread through official 
Washington. 


His colleague. Senator Fess of 


Ohio, mourned his death as a "na- 
tional loss." He described Senator 
Burton as "the highest type of a 
legislator, conscientious to the extent 
of never yielding to -what is known 
as a demagog." He added that the 
dead senator's career "represents the 
finest type of the public servants 
and will rank with the best in Eu- 
rope or America." 


TRIBUTE BY COLLEAGUES 
Chairman "Hawley of the house 


ways and means committee, termed 
Senator Burton "«ne of tho great 
statesmen of America." Chairman 
Woqd of the house

the late Cyrus Locher, Democrat, of 
Cleveland, to serve until Dec. 15, 
last. Ho was defeated for the Demo- 
cratic nomination last year and Bur- 
ton was elected to succeed him. The 
appointee to succeed Senator Burton 
will ser\e only until December, 1930, 
and an election to fill the unexpired

RADIO STATION OF 
FABULOUS POWER ON 
AIR LATE AT NIGHT 


Uses Strength of More Than 


200,000 Watts for Ex- 
perimental Work

Washington — Unknown to tho 


millions of radio listeners, a broad- 
casting station 9f fabolous power goes 
romping up and down the radio spec*, 
trum during the stillness of the ea.r- 
ly morning hours, trying to prove 
the advantages of high power. 


This station, using 300.000 watts, 


or four times the power employed 
by the strongest of the regular broad- 
casting transmitters. 
Is operated 


from Schenectady. N. Y.., by the Gen- 
eral Electric company. To get the 
benefit of these experiments, tho fed- 
eral radio .commission has renewed 
the license of this station—tho high- 
est powered broadcast transmitter in 
the world—giving It practically freu 
run of the ether from after midnight 
to morning, provided it does not in- 
tqrfere with the programs of other 
stations which may be on the air. 


W2XAG, as the station calls it. 


self, comes in "like a ton of brick" 
throughout the length and breath of 
the land on good reception nights 
and when the ether Is cleared for it. 
Gradually it has stepped up its power 
from 50.000 watts to its present -00,- 
000, which the commission only re- 
cently authorized on a guarded ex- 
perimental order. But the findings 
have been adjudged worth the trials 
and the tests are- thus ordered con- 
tinued. 
' 
"* 


The idea behind the experiments Is 


to test reception conditions all over 
the continent with this order of pow- 
er, and to ascertain whether it will 
overcome the natural elements or 
Interference, such as static and.fad- 
ing. Based on past experiences, en- 
gineers say absolutely that it .does, 
and that any good station assigned 
to a cleared channel should use pow- 
er even beyond 200,000 watts, and 
thus serve tremendous sweeps of 
territory with good, clear programs, 
regardless of the time of the day or 
year, or other variable atmospheric 
conditions. 


USES SEVERAL CHANNELS 
"W2XAG is authorized to use any 


of a dozen select channels ranging 
from the top to the bottom of the 
spectrum during the early morning 
hours. It may jump from one wave 
length to the other, provided it is 
not occupied by a regularly asslgnttl 
station. Likewise its power may oe 
started at a low level and stepped up 
to the 200,000 watt maximum, to d**- 
termine just what difference there 
may be In reception conditions based 
on variations of power. 


The test programs broadcast larg- 


ely are phonograph records, with 
announcements Interspersed asking 
those who may be listening in to re- 
port on the reception. For the most 
part these listeners are nigHt work- 
ers or persons bothered with insom- 
nia. Thus cross-sections of opinion 
are obtained on the results of the 
high power broadcasts. Besides, the 
company itself has test workers sta- 
tioned throughout the country to 
check up on the results. 


Other companies also have licenses 


for the after midnight experiments, 
notably Bell laboratories. Westing- 
house and Radio 
Corporation 
of 


America. With their high powered 
experimental transmitters and expert 
engineers they are trying to further 
the radio art, and are responsible 
In no small measure for the strides 
which already have been made. These 
experimental licenses first were is- 
sued in 1912 by the commerce de- 
partment when it controlled radio, 
and there has been no charge in 
policy since. The Schenectady super- 
power tests of the past few months 
have been conducted for - the first 
time.
